My memoranda of 3/2/65 and 3/3/65 set torth a summary 
of the text of three radio messages sent by the Soviets to the 
Communist Party, USA (CHJSA), via our clandestine Solo communica- 
tion apparatus* These messages pertained to a visit by a Soviet 
delegation headed by Soviet Premier Aleksei Kosygin to North Vietnam^ 
North Korea and China. A summary of this information was dissemi- 
nated to the White House and the Attorney General on 3/8/65* 

The fourth radio message from the Soviets was received 
on 3/8/65 and delivered to CPUSA General Secretary Gus Hall on 
3/10/65, This fourth radio message pertained to the discussions 
that, took place in Peking,, China. The pertinent information in 
the fourth message is as follows: 

The Chinese leadership expressed themselves as being 
opposed to the convening of a world conference of all fraternal 
parties, but indicated 'that such a conference may be possible in 
eight, or ten years. MAO Tse-tung, Chairman, Communist Party of 
IChinay indicated that solidarity between China £nd the Soviet Union 
wilir-be re-established when the "imperialists unleash a new war." 
MAO remarked "war will reunite us and we will be together again." 

The Chinese agreed to expand trade with the Soviet Union\ 
to exchange information concerning the international situation, 
and to exchange tourist and student delegations. However, the 
Chinese indicated that the time was not ripe to hold a bilateral 
summit meeting between Sino-Sovlet leaders to discuss all questions 
relating to Si no-Soviet relations.

TRANSLATION FROM RUSSIAN 


WE CANNOT BE STOPPED 
By Gilbert Green 
"PRATOA," March 4, 1965 


Plans are being made almost under the canopy of the 
White House, lor the beginning of a strange trial on March 16, 
in Washington, It will be a trial of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. 

Readers of "Fravda" know very well that it will not be 
the first trial of a similar nature ♦ The American communists 
have been subjected to persecutions during almost 17 years; to 
be more precise, since summer, 1948, communists have constantly 
been subjected to persecutions; they have been oppressed, 
accused and summoned to court trials* Many American communist 
leaders were imprisoned for a long time for the "crime" of 
belonging to the Communist Party, 

Many people outside of the United States simply do 
not understand this* X noticed it when the other day I had a 
conversation about the United States with rather well informed 
man | whom t met for the first time in London. He was not a 
communist* He asked me: "Why does all this happen in America? 
Tour party is not so strong, and capitalism is not so weak as 
to justify such hysterical reaction during such a prolonged 
time. I would understand if this would take place in Franco* s 
Spain," he continued, "but not in the United States. How could 
it happen after the 'ultra - rightists 1 ' suffered defeat at the 
last elections?* 1 ^ 

There is the basis Hov such perplexity* And yet, it 
would not be right to believe that everything remains unchanged 
in the United States, Conditions now are different than they 
were at the height of "the cold war," The new persecutions of 
the Communist Party are more unpopular than they were ever before 
in the past. Important social leaders and organizations are 
against these persecutions. Even the Government makes attempts 
to keep in secrecy the true anti-democratic significance of the 
persecutions, stating that only the U.S, Supreme Court can decide

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the question on the constitutionality of the McCarran Act* How- 
evert the true reason for the latest persecutions is, of course* 
a different one. If the Johnson Administration *ould take care 
of observing the laws of the country* it would find a wide range 
of activities in this field. First, it could begin persecutions 
of those, who slay Hegroes in the South with impunity, and who 
refuse to register Kegroes for taking part in voting in such 
South states as Mississippi and Alabama, though this violates 
the laws on civil rights. The U*S* Government would also carry 
out the antitrust laws against monstrous monopolies* which continue 
to xob the people* and which give,' artificial support to high prices, 
Xt could disclose a conspiracy of the monopolies, which make 
colossal profits by producing weapons at the people's expense* 
The Government could* if it wished, resort to law and the 0*S, 
Constitution in order to stop the undeclared and unconstitutional 
war against the Vietnamese people » The fl*S, Government perfectly 
aware of the fact that, according to the U*S* Constitution., war 
can be declared only by the Congress; however, such a war was 
never declared neither against South nor Worth Vietnam, 

What is the real reason for the new attack against the 
Communist Party, which has been undertaken owing to the pressure 
of the ultra-right forces? It is as follows: perhaps, a certain 
^portion of the big capital, whth is represented by the present 
^Washington Government, does not want an _all-out war with the 
Soviet Union and with the entire socialist camp, because 
capitalists realze that it cannot be won* But these circles 
do hot also want to end completely "the cold war" and to 
terminate the race for armaments. They are against any attempts 
of the oppressed peoples to Areak their imperialistic chains and 
to attain complete national freedom, Including the right to 
elect governments and to select a socialist system according to 
their own wishes* 

In the contemporary world, American imperialism is 
not nble to declare openly its intention to deprive other 
©copies of their right for self-determination, which is the very 
right, which Americans won during the^Great War^ a gainst British 
dominance* Therefore, they make attempts to assure that 
movements for freedom everywhere are not characterized as local 
movements; they pretend that such movements are conspiracies 
m& the outside* 

Thus, when the people of South Vietnam protest against 
the American puppets ruling them, and strive tor national 
liberation from the imperialist yoke, this is not considered as 
the people's desire to be masters of their own country; according 
to Washington, it is only a conspiracy coming from Hanoi, Peking 
or Moscow! However, former President Eisenhower admits in his 
memoirs, of the years, he spent at the White House, that if 


elections were held in South Vietnam the Yietcong (the 
patriotic forces of South Vietnam) (editor's note) would 
receive the great majority of votes. 

Also, if the Congo people strive for self -government 
and toward the possession of rich natural resources of their 
country it is considered as a "communist conspiracy* 1 but not as 
a lawful desire of the people, who were disgracefully oppressed 
and exploited by the Belgian imperialists during a long period 
of time* The American imperialists considered that it is 
possible for them to do what the Belgian imperialism cannot 
do now* The same thing is taking place in South Vietnam, 
where American imperialists consider that they can accomplish 
whatever trench imperialists were not able to do* 

Peasants in such Latin-Americans countries as Peru, 
live at present In much worse than they lived at the time of the 
Spanish monarchy* But could their struggle for the improvement 
of their living conditions be considered as "a conspiracy* 4 coming 
from abroad? Who will believe this? This is the reason why anti- 
communisM cannot die the death, which it deserves, and why it 
is supported by hook or by crook* Hence, arises the accusation 
that the Communist Party, according to the McCarran Act, is 
allegedly, a part of "the world communist conspiracy controlled 
by the Soviet Anion and not by any legal political movement, 
which exists in any civilixed country of the world/ 

Xt is known that the Communist League had existed 
in the United States even before the Civil War of 1861 there. 
The ftarx - Xngel*s International moved its headquarters to 1 
Philadelphia, before it ceased to exist* But all this does not 
have any significance for those, who consider antlcommualKfo 
only as the pretext for ruining weaker countries and weaker 
peoples, and for making colossal profits by supporting the race 
for armaments policy and by capital investments abroad* 
However, there is ground to believe that the new court trial of 
the Communist Party will not end as is expected by its 
lnsplrers* The American people learned something during the 
years of "the cold war*" They also learned their lesson in 
JKorea. The American people do not wish any war, being afraid 
that the war in Vietnam may easily become a great deal worse* 
This is the reason why the wise discussion of the U*S* policy 
on Vietnam is taking place all ofer the country and why the 
opposition to this^ policy is increasing* This situation is 
being discussed in the daily press, and in the speeches of some 
capitalist leaders, who comprehend the world events more sensi- 
bly} this also takes place beyond the walls of the 0*S* Congress* 


Furthermore, the period of the bass intimidation 
and silence, which was characteristic in 1950, has fallen into 
oblivion, It particularly refers to the youth. Xt was known in 
the 50 «s as *the silent generation." Later, it bacaae "a 
doubtful generation** At present //is called a "restless 
generation* " It is not accidental that the students o^the 
University of California conducted a successful struggle for 
the right to express their opinions * A struggle for the 
freedom of speech, which greatly inspired the students 1 
movement, and which caused the closing of the university, attended 
by more than 30 thousand students, was expressed by the big 
strike of protest, Xt found wide support among the students 
in the country, in industrial unions, and in the Hegro 
Liberating Movement* , / 

// thl 10 ™ ow * the liberating Movement helped to 
¥ changeVfllifuationf in the country. The idea that anticommunism 
is used for dividing the people's ranks is growing within this 
movement} everywhere where the if increase of the Hegro movement 
is being observed the accusations of inciting it by communists 
Am heard. Negroes also have learned what kind of a person 
Idgar Hoover iSj/%%0 is the American "pretender" to the 
position of "Gestapo Chief," Hoover as well as the FBI, is 
'i/being subjected more and more to extensive, c riticis m of him 
by the Hegro liberating movement. What a big change in the 
y ^situation which existed several years ago, when no one, except 
r communists and other left forces, dared to assail the role 
of the Chief of the TBI, " 

Therefore, communists of the United States respond 
to the new persecutions with calm confidence, Xt is impossible 
to have us intimidated; it is impossible to keep us silent, and 
we cannot be subdued. 

We are confident that the new trial will end in a 
defeat for the reaction. We derive this strength in the growing 
conscienciousness and responsibility of our people. We are 
inspired by the great solidarity of the whole world with our 
struggle. Comrade Que Hall pointed out in his recent statement: 
"The b$oad expression of the opinion by the masses may lead to 
the termination of the war in Vietnam as well as to abolishment 
of the HcCarran Act and to the renewal of the proper role of the 
Bill of Bights, and this will be done,"

The goals of this disgraceful trial are: the accusation 
of communists of being the outlaws; making short work of the patriots, , 
who protect interests of the people, and imprisonment behind the bars ^y^.., 
courageous fighters for peace, democracy and social' ^progress* ^ 

The new wave of persecutions of the Communist Party, U.S.A., 
Is the result of talks of the ultrarlghtlsts, who did not lay their weapons 
down after their defeat at the elections of 1964. The extreme rightists 
are strongly established In the Pentagon, in the U. S. Department of 
Justice, and In the American Secret Political Police Department, FBI^vC) • 
(? :c) Being incited by the reactionary monopolist circles, they wish to 
intimidate those, who think differently, and who wish to suppress the 
will of the people to strive for peace and against the new repressions and 
persecutions. Hunting of communists is directed against all progressive 
organizations of the U.S.A. such as industrial unions and women and 
youth organizations, which fight for the civil rights and for social justice; 
for real democracy and friendship among peoples. 

The reactionaries cannot forgive the Communist Party for 
its firm and consistent fight against the military adventure of the ruling 
circles of the U.S.A. in Indochina, and for the disclosure of the imperialistic 
and colonial character of the "dirty war T ' in Vietnam. Persecuting communists, 
the reactionaries wish to involve all Americans, who demand removal 
of the American armed forces from South Vietnam and from Southeast 
Asia. 

The Communist Party was and is fighting in support of the 
American Negroes in their struggle for human rights. Racists arrange 
a trial of communists, and subject the Communist Party to slander, wishing 
thereby to intimidate all participants of the Negro Movement, and to hold 
the sword of persecution over the whole movement. 
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Dealing new blows at the Communist Party the reactionaries 
cannot forgive the Communist Party for its role in the struggle against 
the country and against Goidwater and ,!

Authors of many letters consider that a court trial 
scheduled for the middle of March is not, by any means, an 
internal matter of the V* 5* A.; the Communist Party, V* S* A., 
has done and is doing so much for the cause of peace and for 
friendship among the peoples, for the struggle against reaction 
and against millionaires that the world public opinion can not 
remain indifferent to this attack, 

A great number of letters were received by APK; 
they are published by the press at the request of their

The North Vietnamese leaders noted that following the 
change in leadership in the Soviet Union during October, 1964, 
many things have happened in the Soviets 1 approach to internal 
and external political problems which have brought the 
North Vietnamese and Soviet Governments closer together* They 
also indicated that the "measures" taken by the Soviet Union in 
connection with the American air raids on North Vietnam were 
met by the North Vietnamese Communist Party and people with 
great satisfaction* 

The Soviets assured the North Vietnamese leaders that 
the Soviet Union will actively support the North Vietnamese 
people in their struggle against "Imperialist aggression" and 
will Increase economic cooperation between the Soviet Union and

The invitation for the Soviet delegation to visit 
Pyongyang came from North Korean comrades during the period 
the Soviet delegation was in Hanoi* The discussion with the 
North Korean leaders was devoted to the problems of the 
development of Soviet-Korean relations and the strengthening 
of the unity of the world communist movement* The Soviets 
expressed their willingness to expand economic cooperation 
with the North Korean Government in order to fortify the 
defense of North Korea, and the North Korean leadership agreed 
to accept this offer. 

The North Korean leaders expressed their approval of 
the recent change in leadership within the Soviet Union and 
listened attentively to the Soviets* explanation regarding the 
need to convene a world meeting of all fraternal parties* The 
North Korean leaders promised not to write anything critical in

Peking, China 

During the Soviet delegation's stay in Peking there 
was an exchange of opinions on the coordination of efforts in 
rendering assistance to the Vietnamese people* The Chinese

leaders commented positively on the Soviets* assistance to 
Nofcth Vietnam, but did not comment on what measures China had 
taken to assist North Vietnam* MAO Tse-tung, Chairman, Communist 
Party of China, stated that the North Vietnamese people are 
"fighting veil without us and will drive the Americans out*" 
MAO tented the air raids on North Vietnam as "American foolish** 
ness*" He stated that these raids caused only a small amount of 
deaths and indicated that there was nothing "terrible" about the 
fact that some people were killed* The Soviet delegation did 
not share MAO f s opinion* The Soviets and Chinese agreed that 
recent provocations by the United States in Indo-China constitute 
a serious threat to peace and that because of this it was necessary 
for the Soviet Union and China to exchange information on the 
problem of support to North Vietnam. 

During the discussions the Chinese leaders persistently 
stressed their disagreement with the position of the majority of 
the Marxist-Leninist communist parties* The Chinese leadership 
Confirmed that they continued to base their policy on the assumption 
that world tension would be increasing and that world war is 
unavoidable* In this connection, MAO stated that it would be 
beneficial to China to have peace for ten to fifteen years* He 
indicated that China Is against world war but that this was not 
the case with the "Imperialists*" At the same time MAO stressed 
that it was necessary to create revolutionary military situations 
and that it was necessary to be preparing for war* MAO stated 
that China does not believe in the atomic bomb* He explained 
that the atomic bomb is only a means of frightening people and 
that it was necessary to rely on conventional weapons* 

The Chinese leaders described the program of peaceful 
coexistence and the struggle for general and complete disarmament 
as a policy prof itable only to "imperialism." The Chinese 
leaders criticized the program of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union and MAO personally attacked the "ideas" of the 20th 
and 22nd Congresses of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union* 
MAO also stated he disagreed with the Soviet line that "Stalin

Intelligence Agency (CIA) McCone* 

On 3/16/65, Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, 
USA (CPUSA), advised NY 694-S* that Victor Perlo, CPUSA economist, 
recently returned from a trip to Prague, Czechoslovakia, where he 
had conferred with Alexander Sobolev, Acting Editor of the "World 
Marxist Review," theoretical organ of the world communist movement* 

Sobolev told Perlo that he had recently met with Guevara 
who had flown to Prague from Peking, China, where Guevara had con- 
ferred with MAO* . Guevara stated he was "shocked" to learn that MAO 
was .extremely critical of the Cuban regime and its "shortcomings*" 

I Guevara described MAO as acting in a most insulting manner and making 
no v e f f ort to conceal the fact that he was "telling" the Cubans what 
to do rather than •{suggesting" what to do. As a result, Guevara 
Vindicated he was "completely disillusioned" and no longer had an^u 
Jrespect for MAO,

The struggle against the escalated U.S. imperialist aggression in Indo-China 
has now emerged as the most urgent and crucial issue in the struggle for world peace 
and against nuclear war.

On the evening of 4/2/65, NY 694-S* received a 
telephone call from ISIDORE GIBBY NEEDLEMAN^advised that 
he had just returned from his trip abroad and requested 
that the informant meet him at his home on Saturday, 40/65. 

On 4/3/65, NY 694-S* conferred with NEEDUEMAN 
who advised the informant that he had arrival in Moscow on 
l\/l5/65 and was met at the Moscow Airport by representatives 
of the CPSU who escorted him to the Plotnikov Hotel, where 
the Soviets entertain important guests. While at the 
Plotnikov Hotel, NEEDLEMAN met and conferred with CG 5824-S* 
to whom he explained the reason for his being in Moscow. 




In Moscow, NEEDIEMAN conferred with important 
Soviets who controlled the Soviet travel business, and j 
first they were inclined to pay no attention to his complaint 
that an exclusive contract for Soviet travel business had been 
given to thj felobe Tra vel Agencyo^hilaj^lj>hia ./ As a x 
result, howcfterr or pres"Sure broujghr to Tear upon them by the ^ 
CPSU — particularly by NIKOLAI MOSTOVETS, Head of the North c 
and South American Section of the International Department / 
of the Central Committee, CPSU, and by IGOR HIKHATLOV, official 
of the North and South American Section of the Central Committee, 
CPSU, specializing in trade union and labor matters, the Soviets 
with whom NEEDLEMAN was negotiating changed their position and ^ 
finally agreed that they would break their contract with the 
G lobe Travel Agency in December 1965. The Soviets further 
agreed tiiat thereafter no American travel agency would be given 
an exclusive contract* ^ _J 

With respect t o MA|ff fl| fe .concerning whom NEEDLEMAN 
spoke to the Soviets about s exdrng J up a business for her in the

it be dropped, NEEDI£MAN stated he agreed with MOSTOVETS in this 
respect.

NEEDLEMAN said that he thought the following matter 
was of particular interest: 

He stated that one day the man assigned to him as | 
translator "cornered him" and suddenly said, "What is the *. 
name of the 'comrade you meet in New York .and to whom you A \ ^ 
give your information?" (NEEDLEfr&N stated that phonetically 
this individual's name was f> YURB2gUFFIAN0" and that, according 
to the latter, he had been assi^ed to the United Nations in 
New York three or four years ago. NEEDIEMAN stated that this 
individual had a scar on his forehead.) 

KEEDLEMAN stated that it was obvious that this 
individual was -not merely a translator and that he was 
obviously "an inteiligeme agent" assigned as translator to 
NEEDLEMAN for the purpose of questioning NEEDLEMAN. According 
to NEEDLEMAN, he answered "YURI PUFFIANO.'s" question by stating, 
"I don't Jknow what you are talking about « I have no idea 
what you mean* I see no one." According to NEEDIJB1AN, the 
Soviet seemed quite disconcerted at NEEDLEMAN ! s reply. 


On the following day, according to NEEDLEMAN, he was 
again "cornered" by the aforesaid Soviet who said, "I know 
about these things* It's quite all right* Whom do you meet, 
how is it done, what are the procedures?" NEEDLEMAN replied, 
"I don't know who you are, I don't know what you are talking 
about. I see people in New York, 1 see all kinds of people 
since 1 am a lawyer." At this point, the Soviet displayed 
to NEEDLEMAN his credentials and said that he had been in 
New York for a period of four years, assigned to the United 
.Nations, and knew %hat was going on." (NEEDLEMAN did not 
describe the credentials displayed to him by the Soviet.) 

At this point, NEEDLEMAN told the Soviet that he did 
not know the person to whom he gave material in New York and 
further that he did not know to whom such information ultimately 
was given. He stated all he knew was that "something Is given 
to me and in turn something is taken from me."

At this point the Soviet pressed NEED1£MAN for the 
identity of the individual to whom NEEDLEMAN turns over 
material. NEEDLEMAN replied, "The head of your trade agency - 
Amfcorg — SEMINOV," Ihe Soviet then asked, "Well, how does 
SEMINOV act?" NEEDLEMAN evaded replying specifically to the 
question by asking, "What do you have to do with SEMIN0V? J ' 
According to NEEDLEMAN, the Soviet responded that SEMINOV 
was "his head," Ihe Soviet then asked NEEDLEMAN how NEEDLEMAN 
could contact SEMINOV without creating suspicion and NEEDLEMAN 
replied that since he was a lawyer, he had contact with many 
people, including Russians. 

Xhe Soviet then stated that SEMINOV was of the 
opinion that he, SEMINOV, vould leave New York in June to 
return to the Soviet Union, but that actually SEMINOV would be 
kept in New York for a longer period. 

NEEDLEMAN stated that he believed he had "passed the 
test 1 ' with the Soviets and noted that thereafter his relations 
with the Soviet travel people were much more cordial. 

While in Moscow at the Plotnikov Jfotel, NEEDLEMAN 
stated that he had met CPUSA officials GIL GRE EN and HY XUME R 
and also a CPUSA membe r from the Mi dwest named | |

(According to NY 694-S*, "NEEDLEMAN did 
not identify this American, but the informant said he gained 
the impression from what NEEDI£MAN said that the latter was an 
old-time Party member.

When NEEDLEMAN completed his work in Moscow, the 1 
Soviets sent him by plane to the capital of the Republic of 
Georgia for a few days rest* He went there as a guest of 
the Republic of Georgia and was royally entertained for a 
few days. He thereafter returned to Moscow, and from there, 
went to Poland. 


In Poland he was a guest of the Central Committee of 
the Polish Party. In connection with his assignment from 
GUS HALL to investigate the possibility of his purchasing 
for the-CPUSA one or more Polish stallions, he was driven 

110 miles from Warsaw to a 1 ml ikum special farm where 

thoroughbred horses are raised. He was shown all the horses 
on the farm and asked the ones he wanted. Since he knew 
nothing about horses, he was given a catalogue to study and was 
told to decide before 7/19/65 what horse or horses he might 
want in order that the said horses could be shipped to the 
USA in September 1965. According to NEEDLEMAN, he furnished 
GUS HALL all information regarding his attempt to purchase 
Polish- stallions. 

After leaving Poland, NEEDLEMAN said he travelled from 
Warsaw to East Berlin in the company of GIL GREEN. In order 
to arrive back in the U. S. when he did, he went from East 
Berlin into West Berlin. From West Berlin he flew to Copenhagen 
and from Copenhagen to New York. He noted that he had no 
difficulty in going from East Berlin to West Berlin, 



NEEDLEMAN stated that he had furnished the above 
Information to GUS HALL., who was very happy to learn that 
NEEDlEMAN's trip was a success as regards the travel agency 
business and the Polish hordes.

NY 6i4-S* advised that he spent about an hour with 
TAIANW during most of which tine he had to make clear to 
TAIANW the significance of signals used to indicate personal 
meetings and drops and acknowledgement of drops and radio 
messages. According to the informant, TA1AN0V was completely 
confused with respect to the signals used in the operation and 
for that reason had not been in personal contact with NY 694-S* 
for several weeks. The only innovation in the signal operation 
was to the effect that in the future NY 694-S*, when required to 
use a telephone either for purposes of acknowledging receipt of

TMANOV that the microfilmed messages included one to the effect 
that GUS HALL had told the informant to advise the Soviets that 
he "had no answer" to their last message regarding GO0DLBTT. 

TAIANOV remarked that the CCCPSU would be most un- 
happy to receive such an answer from HALL and asked the informant 
whether there was anything "wrong." The informant first replied 
the matter was quite simple-- that HALL simply saw no reason to 
answer the Soviets inquiry in that the Soviets had already 
decided whom they would nominate for the Lenin Peace Prize*

(See NY airtel, 4/13/65*) HALL was further^ incensed by 
reason of the fact that GOODLETT, whom he does not know, has 
been reported to him to be a- publisher of a small newspaper 
and to be also a banker, HALL also felt that in nominating a 
Negro as the recipient of the ^ Lenin Peace Prize, the Soviets 
were "aping" the bourgeois who- nominated the Rev* MARTIN LUTHER 
KING as therecipient of the Nobel Peace Prize* .

During April, 1965, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows-; 

During February, 1965, a delegation from the U.S.S.R., 
which was led by the Soviet premier Aleksei N. Kosygln, visited 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) and the Korean Peoples 
Democratic Republic (KEDR) * During the course of these visits, 
this delegation passed through Peking, PRC, on the way to, and 
from the DRV and KPDR, and took these occasions to hold discussions 
with the leadership of the communist Party of China (CPC)* 
Among the Chinese who participated in these discussions were; 

! Mao Tse-tung, Chairman" of the Central Committee, 
CPC; 

,i^tfhou Bn-lai, Premier of the State Council of the

The principal spokesmen for the u\S.S«R, and the PRC 
respectively were Kosygin and Mao, Following is the essence of 
these discussions: 

Kosygin opened the discussions in the usual manner 
by extending greetings to the Chinese comrades and particularly 
Mao from the Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) and the 
Government of the U,$,S.R*, explained that his purpose in being 
there was to explore ways of aiding North Vietnam, and then 
voiced the wish that Mao vould accept an invitation to Moscow, 
U.S.S.R. In response, instead of replying on the subject of 
such an invitation, Mao merely noted that "his health did not 
permit such travels and then launched into a long dissection 
on the dialectics of health. Mao continued >y turning to a 
long discussion on the dialectics of war and then into an 
accounting of the history of South Vietnam following the with- 
drawal of the French. During his discussion of the dialectic 
of war, Mao explained his philosophy of war. In Mao's view,, 
war strengthens people and tempers them and therefore war is 
nothing of which to be afraid # 

According to Mao, following the withdrawal of the 
French from Vietnam, and the installation of the Diem regime, 
the reign of the "Diem terror" began* The figfrt against the 
Diem regime was supposed to be primarily a political struggle 
but the end result was a guerrilla war because the Diem terror 
did not work - no terror works. This armjd struggle has strengthened 
the Vietnamese people.

Every now and then Kosygin would interject some comment 
and ask what could be done to help North Vietnam, He pointed out 
that some of their people are dying In this fight and that they 
, are being bombed by the United Sfetes . He complained that the 
' United States had bombed North Vietnam even while Kosygin was 
in Hanoi holding discussions with the North Vietnamese, He 
observed that perhaps their common concern for the plight of 
North Vietnam could be the basis ;for the U.S.S.It. and the PRC 
getting together. 

Mao replied that the people of North Vietnam are 
fighting well without the help of the U.S.S.R. and China 
and they themselves will drive the Americans out. Mao Characterized 
the U.S. air raids on North Vietnam as "American ioolishness." 
He stated that only a small number of people have been billed 
in the air :raids and it is not so terrible that some amount of 
people were killed. Mao notdd that although true that the raids 
were killing some people, he nevertheless contended that this 
experience strengthens the Vietnamese people and exposes the 
weaknesses of American imperialism. Mao went into a long 
harangue along the general theme that no amount of bombing will 
help U.S> imperialism. 

Kosygin then told mo that the U.S.S.R. delegation 
had worked out some programs with the North Vietnamese, offering 
all kinds of weapons plus training for the use of such weapons 
and had Informed the North Vietnamese Government that the 
U.S.S.R, was ready to send additional men ana volunteers to 
aid them in their fight. Kosygin then asked Mao if the PRC 
^would join vith the U.S.S.R. in a coordinated plan of action 
to assist the DRV. 

Mao replied that the Chinese did not have to worry 
about this. The people of North Vietnam can get their experience 
in revolution by themselves ♦ They need this experience.

Kosygin then agreed with Mao that the bombings by the 
United States are a sign of the weakness of imperialism, 
particularly when such an imperialist power has to stand off 
shore and out-number the North Vietnamese seven or six to one 
and mobilize aircraft carriers* Such actions are not a sign of 
strength on the part of imperialism and it also seems that 
the Vietnamese, even without sophisticated weapons, are shooting 
the U.S. planes* Nevertheless if the U.S.S.R. and the PRC 
launch a coordinated effort to assist Vietnam, they could cut 
down the ratio of forces aligned against the DRV, 

Mao then stated in a most sarcastic manner that the 
USSR could deal with the West "while the Chinese handled the 
East* He next charged that the U.6.S.R, was making deals with 
the TJest. Kosygin denied that the Russians have made any deals 
with the West and demanded that Mao cite some specific examples, 
Mao turned to Chou En-lai and off-handedly commented that Chou . 
had told him that the U.S^S.R. is making deals with the West* 

(Throughout these discussions, Mao seemed to be using 
Chou as the scapegoat. In response to situations in which Mao's 
arguments ^were refuted hy a recital of objective fact by Kosygin, 
Mao would say that perhaps Chou had made a mistake; or that were 
he Chou, he would not have done the same. ;Mao seemed to be using 
Chou as the butt of all the diplomatic jokes. It was the very 
definite impression of the U f S.S.R. delegation that this 
arrangement was a set-up or a charade and it was always done 
by Mao in a most sarcastic manner.) 

Kosygin then demanded that Mao explain why the Chinese 
charged the Russians with making deals with the West. He stated 
that the U.S.S.R. did not create this situation. Me said that 
the creation of this situation which now exists in the Far Eaat 
is surely not a sign of the strength of U.S. imperialism. Accord 
ing to Kosygin, the U.S. action in Vietnam is now dispersing

imperialism. The United States is opening up new fronts all 
over the world and this in itself will disperse their forces 
and weaken them* 

Kosygin then commented that he had heard that some 
Chinese have said that if the IhS.S.R, and the PRC got together 
and spent two hours together, they might even settle all their 
differences. He asked, "Why not? 1 ' Mao replied that it is 
not so. They could not settle their differences in a matter 
of hours . mo continued in a most crude and of f ensivecmanner 
showing none of the usual oriental politeness* Mao stated that 
the CPC does not favor the settlement of these problems* They 
favor open polemics and Mao remarked that he had told the Rumanians 
recently that these polemics will continue for at least 15 years. 
He said that as far as he is concerned they can %o on for ten 
thousand years or forever. Then in a tone filled with sarcasm, 
jfeo stated that since the Chinese are dogmatists, forming new 
parties, maybe the dogmatists are the real Marxists -Leninists, 
The CPC favors these new parties and supports them. They are 
the real Marxists -Leninists, He charged that the CPSU is 
more active in supporting factionallsts then the Chinese are. 

Turning his attention to the then forthcoming >iarch 1st 
consultative meeting of Communist Parties to be held in Moscow, 
U.S.S.R., Mao told Kosygin to go ahead and have their meeting. 
Then he asked why the CPSU postponed the December, 1964, meeting. 
He told Kosygin if heware in the position of the Russians he would 
not have done so and further that if the CPSU has any ideas about 
postponing the March 1st meeting, they should not do it, Mao 
stated that if the CPSU would postpone the March 1st meeting, it 
would undermine the authority of the CPSU among the other Communist 
Parties, In the same position, the Chinese would not do it, 
Furthermore, the Chinese will have nothing to do with the meeting 
anyway,

Kosygin then went into an explanation of the 
necessity for unity in the socialist cam$ and why 
polemics are injurious feci the international 'Communist: 
movement. Kosygin told. Kao that- in; contrast to Mao 
he was being Ironical. Kosygin contended that 
Ideology Is stronger than mast weapons- and further 
discussed the influence of ideology on practical 
events. He stated that the GPSU Is not only not 
against polemics, but. actually favors polemics: so long- 
as they can. be conducted within the framework: of 
Marxl sm-Eenini sm . 

Mao replied that such polemics have no zip. 
or pep. Mao believed that you cannot have a real 
argument if 1 it la only a general discussion. In Mao's, 
opinion the. CPG and the CPSU have opposing viewpoints 
and the 'Chinese; want to state these differences' sharply. 
(That is what they favor* 

K'os-ygin then responded that from: the manner 
la which Mao was; talking-^ one would think; that the 
U.S.SpR. Iff an ally of imperialism. He heatedly denied 
this- and charged that the Chinese were slandering the 
tt.S.SJ*. He reiterated that the CPStf is concerned with 
the unity o;f the international Communiat movement, 
and for that sake the C3?SU says that the polemics, 
should be postponed, Kosygin s.tated that he would' 
postpone the polemics for 20,000 years, and in the 
meantime the, CPC and. the CFSU could unite. He suggested 
that they jointly publish a magazine, publishing' their 
different points of view without polemics. 

Mao inquired- why the. CFSU wants another 
magazine since after all they already have one, the 
World: Marxist Review' twin) in Prague, Czechoslovakia.. 
Kosygin replied that the. WMR. is not the magazine of 
the CfSU alone; it is the magazine of the entire- 
inter national- Communist movement, Mao told Kosygin 
to stop, pretending, because everyone knows that the WMR 
belongs to the CPSU alone,

Mao then returned to the subject of the 
Marsh 1 meeting -and reiterated that were the Chinese 
in the Russians"' position they would so .ahead .and 
hold the meeting. He .stated that If the Russians 
postpone the ".meeting and "wanted to -prepare 'the meeting 
in the 'way In Vhieh the Chinese had proposed in the 
past, this would -take four to .five years. Mao said 
the Chinese do not care, anyway the Russians want to 
do it. Mao then stated "that the CPStJ Is supporting 
the .faction in the CP of India led by B. A. Dange which 
does not represent the true .feelings of the Indian 
people, . He charged that the CPSU Is not only supporting 
the wrong party in India but are also doing the same 
thing in Ceylon. 

Xosygin then explained to Mao why the 
Is sailing the March 1 meeting a Consultative meeting 1 ', 
Mao replied that he was not interested in Kosygin's 
explanations; that is the CPSU's meeting; .so go ahead 
.and hold it - 

Xosygin .asked rather plaintively what is 
wrong "With parties getting together. Mao cut him 
short 'and said that the Chinese do not care. If the 
Russians say it is okay then they should go ahead 
but the Chinese would not be there, 

Xosygin inquired of Mao why 'the CPC :does uot 
publish 'some of the material .from the U.S.S.fi. Mao 
^responded that the CJ?£y does not publish the Chinese 
side so why should the Chinese publish their 's. Mao 
then stated that the CPSU does not even publish any 
■of the .material Xrom Albania. "What about .Albania? 1 '. 

iCosygin then explained that the jCPSU had 
Invited Albania to send representatives to Moscow, 
U/5.S.-R* .for the November 7j 196*4 celebration of the

'The Albanians .had also been invited to the March 1 
consultative wee ting but had .Insulted the CPSU as a 
result, When the U,S*3..'R. charge 'd'affaires .presented 
the -invitation to the Albanians, the Albanians 'Aid 
not .even open It 'and returned -all the documents 
to the GFSU unopened. 

2hen Mao In a .most insulting manner 'asked 
Kosygin why the CPSU does not admit that they are all 
wrong about Albania and openly .admit that their tetter 
■of .July 14, 1564 'castigating the CFC and the Albanians 
ie 'all a 'mistake. Be added that the CPS Is 'completely 
■opposed to the -program of the CPSU,. jCosygin replied 
that Mao tows -full well that the C^SU 'will not do this. 
He reminded Mao that the Russians did not -break 
diplomatic relations with Albania - the Albanians 
broke off relations. 

Mao then told JKosygln that he has attacked 
and will continue to attack the XJESU'b 3Qth and 2£nd 
Congresses and further stated that he totally 
disagrees with the CESU and its programs adopted at 
these congresses, Furthermore, Mao told Kosygln he 
.disagrees 'with the CPSU's attack upon 'Stalin and the 
cult of personalities, Mao asked why the Russians 
had "removed mkita '3, .Khrushchev from 'his leading 
positions In the party and government of the 0PSU. 
"In a most sarcastic manner Mao remarked that he was 
^v.ery tempted to invito Jthrushchev to Chinas especially 
since the CFSU had .not repudiated Khrushchev's 
programs, Mao told Kosygln that the CESU had .no 
-business removing .Khrushchev.

.Kosygin,, in a rather Impatient manner, then 
asked Mao "what about the 'March .'1 meting, Mao replied 
that the CPSU "should go .ahead without the CPC. -Once 
more } m ,a -voice billed with 'sarcasm, Mao stated: 
"We are dogmatists. Ve are war- like. We .do not believe 
in disarmament. ¥ou get together and discuss general 
and total disarmament. .Discuss your big illusion. 
ITou cannot bring these things together; you cannot 
bring a conference together based on such Illusions,. " 

■Kosygin then said to Mao that the Chinese ! 
-are wing big words .about the 'struggle against 
Imperialism, but what coul'd they use in the struggle 
besides vords* Mao responded that in ten years the 
£BC and the *U,-S,S.R. will get together anyway. 
Imperialism will force them together. There will be 
no relaxation of international tensions and struggles 
.and this Illusion about relaxation is ^ust like the 
Illusion -about disarmament, "Mao charged that imperialists 
do not live up to agreements but just want to swallow 
up the JPRO and the US.S.a, According to Mao, war will 
bring the CJPC and the U.S.S.K. together. 

Kosygin countered with the comment that If two 
such powerful countries as China 'and the uVS.S/R. get 
together^ they would be so powerful that imperialism 
could not swallow them . .Mao responded that they 
should both prepare to fight. The PRC would like to 
have ten to fifteen years of peace but he doubts that 
they will get It, 'If the .Chinese .controlled the 
general staffs sof the imperialist armies maybe they 
could tell them to postpone the war but the Chinese 
are not Imperialist chiefs of staff, Mao charged 
that the Imperialists have even taken the slogans 
of the U.S.S/R, for their 'own. Not only are the 
imperialists using the Russian slogans but in fact 
the Russians are forking -for the 'Imperialists, nevertheless,

contradictions In Mao's discussion and philosophy* 
While on the one hand Mao talked of ten to fifteen 
years of peace on the other hand he talked about arms 
and the need for war. :He stated that ,Mao was talking 
to him as if the U,3.S,B, were a bunch .of pacifists 
which Is not true. The U/S,S,ft« .supports the wars of 
national liberation. Kosygin asked ~why the Chinese 
are rob helping the "Vietnamese In their war of national 
liberation* .Why are not the 'Chinese "bombing United 
States bases. He then observed that perhaps the 
Chinese have .good -reason for .not 'doing this. 

Kao agreed that the Americans are "bad and 
that they .are bombing the Vietnamese , however } thus 
far very few lives have been lost and therefore 
the "Vietnamese 4o not need the Chinese. tDhe Vietnamese 
oan take oare of themselves especially the JJorfch 
Vietnamese-, This is the same way the "Chinese got 
their experience in revolution. The .Chinese took 
oare of themselves .and conquered imperialism , 

JCosygln then pointed out to Mo the difference 
between revolutionary militancy and lacing 'bellicose 
■In his discussion, Kosygin tried to show that the 
Chinese are not showing real revolutionary militancy 
l)ut are Just being bellicose. Kosygin stated that 
the "US.S..R, is not afraid of imperialism and can handle 
the Imperialists p 'He stated that the U.S/S,B. does not 
.want to create a war situation In this world which 
would engulf the entire world in Its glow.

.Mao charged that the TJ,S.S,;fl* does not .do 
enough for the revolutionary movement and -for 
revolutionary wars, At the same time the y\S,£..£.

Mao also referred to other 
explanation's In 'Which the uYS.3,"K. is not hewing 
revolutionary wars. 

Kosygin replied that the U.S.S.'H. .floes not 
do less than the PRC, He jsaid that the U.S.S.a. does

Mao next charged that the uYS,&.B. favored 
the sending of United Nations troops to fight against 
the rebels In the Congo Republic* Kosygln immediately

then in .a patient manner explained to Mao where the 
revolutionaries throughout the world get their arms* 
who pays for them and who sends them: the U,S.S,ft.

Mao then returned to :a .discussion of his 
concept on war, that .it Is not so bad,, that the people

Kosygin toen returned to, the subject of the 
March I meeting and once again asked whether the 
Chinese would attend. Further, he asked whether the 
Chinese, would participate in future bilateral meetings 
and discussions with the U'.S.SJf. Mao responded that 
insofar as the March I meeting was concerned, the CPSU 
could go ahead and meet without them. However, regarding 
discussions, bilaterally, if the. CPSU wants- them: the 
CPC is- ready but they are going: to talk openly*. 

Kosygin asked. Mao would he- agree to a meeting 
of Communist Parties' to reduce the frictions" among' 
them, Mao responded: "Maybe In 1Q0C years 1 '. Xn a 
joking, yet serious, manner Kosygin asked whether Mao 
could, not reduce that figure by three zeros. Mao stated 
that imperialism might help them to do this exactly, 
Kosygln asked l! why wait; for imperialism to help ua\ 
Mao responded that the Chinese, have time to wait. 

Mao then asked why the U.S.S.B.. received 
imperialist representatives. Kosygin replied that he- 
did not know what Mao meant. He then asked, Mao if 
it was not true that the PHC has diplomatic relations 
with capitalist states and receive their statesmen. He 
indicated he could not understand why Mao did not 
consider them imperialist representatives, 

Mao turned, these questions aside- and. remarked 
that at least the PHC Is not in the United Nations and, 
attacked the U.S.S.R.. for being part of the united, 
Nations. Mao charged the U.S.S.R. with being; in conspiracy 
with the United States and running the United Nations* 
for the benefit of imperialism. Mao continued to reject 
all arguments- and said that perhaps in ten to fifteen, 
years the U,S.S,R,- and the PRC may be together, He 
reiterated that imperialism would drive thenr together 
because, they- woi,d be in a. war.. 
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Aieksei Kosygin of the U.S. S. ft. 
and. Chairman Mao 1se~tung or the. CPC 


Mao then began to talk in & very strange way. 
He expounded on hofl tough the Chinese are. Ha rambled 
on about how the Chinese walk; around in aero weather 
without coats because- they are tough. He ejcplaihed this 
in a manner- indicating that he believes the Chinese, 
are a 11 sugar race". He went on like this- In a moat 
childish manner'. 

Throughout the conference, during, any 
discussion concerning, armaments,, when Mao kept saying 
that; disarmament is an illusion and that peaceful 
coexiatence is. an Illusion, Kosygin countered with 
statements ta the effect that, if we have a lot; o£ 
expenses, for- armaments in a country, this, put's a. burden 
on the masses, of the peoples Ma or responded that this, 
is no problems you- can make that up. later. Mao then 
asked how much does the U*S,SvK* spend in its budget 
on armaments. Then Mao and Kosygin began to spar with 
Mao 'asking .what percent of the U..S,S'.R.. budget goes for- 
armaments and Kosygin continually skirting the question 
and never giving any answer except enough- * . Mao would 
then ask about Kosygin fs speech before the Supreme 
Soviet of the U.S-.S.R. about reducing armaments and 
asked once again how much, is the U.&.SrR* spending on 
arms, Kosygin would merely answer ''enough' 1 and never 
answered Mao!a f question.

During mid -April, 1965, source learned the following 
from a number of highly placed individuals in the leadership 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU): 

There is a great deal of pressure being brought to 
bear upon the Soviet Government by the governments of some 
of the other Socialist countries* These Socialist Governments 
are demanding that the Soviet Government do something about 
the worsening crisis in Vietnam* This matter is being raised 
both officially and unofficially. The Soviet Government has 
been asked why they have not sent their missile firing submarines 
to the Pacific Ocean and why they have not brought about a 
direct confrontation with the United States military forces in 
order to force an end to the bombing of North Vietnam by the 
United States, 

At that time, the U.S.S.R. had a good excuse for not 
having taken such actions. The Soviet Union had been sending 
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supplies and a ma men ts to Vietnam and also had sent men to train 
the Vietnamese in the use of the latest types Of weapons. They 
also had the valid excuse that the Peoples Republic of China 
would not allow them to ship great quantities of supplies through 
China to North Vietnam and further that the Democratic Republic 
of Vietnam had not requested the Soviet volunteers which had 
been offered to them. According to these Soviet sources, the 
Vietnamese could have had the latest type of MIG fighter, planes 
and most up-to-date weapons a long time ago if the Chinese had 
not blocked them. 

However, some of these other Socialist countries would 
not accept these excuses. They replied that the Russians could 
very easily overfly China and "tell the Chinese to go to the 
devil" because the Chinese would not shoot down the Russian 
planes, Also these countries charged that if the Russians 
are serious, they could send their Naval fleet to the Pacific 
Ocean in the area of Vietnam and further send their biggest and 
best weapons to defend their ships. 

The Soviet attitude and seeming lack of action in 
regard to the plight of North Vietnam has caused the Socialist 
countries on the Western borders of the U.S.S.R. to become con- 
cerned about the possible Russian attitude in the event they are 
similarly confronted with a threat to their security. They asked 
the U.S.S.R.: 

"How do we know you are not going to let us down the 
same way you are letting the Vietnamese down? You have no 
communication problem here; you are not thousands of miles from 
the scene as you are in Vietnam." 

With this attitude and with this sort t>f pressure, 
these governments are forcing the Soviet Union to cave in a little 
bit under this pressure. 
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therefore, as a result, the Soviet Union nab now been 
forced to take a more aggressive posture in order to demonstrate 
that they consider the security of the Socialist countries on 
their Western border as being of the highest importance, there- 
in lies the explanation for the vigorous demonstration of 
solidarity with the Government of the German Democratic Republic 
(GDR) when the Bundestag and the German Federal Republic met 
in West Berlin, /which was accompanied by the .harassment of 
Western traffic in the land and air corridors to West Berlin 
and tiie display of U,S.S*R # air power. The Government of the 
uVS.S.R. could then say to the Government of the GDR that they 
were certainly demonstrating *hat they considered the Western 
border .neighbors of the higiupc importance and in return could 
expect East German understating of their problem with the 
Chinese which has hampered their efforts to aid the Government 
or the Democratic Republic of Vietnam. This tough attitude on 
the part of the U.S.S JL would demonstrate no lack of concern 
for the Democratic Republic of Vietnam and the Government of the 
U.S.S.R. expects to continue this tough attitude in relation 
to all incidents affecting the other Socialist countries. 
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Enclosed herewith for the Bureau is the original 
and three copies, and for the Chicago office one copy, of a 
LHM entitled "Power Struggle in Leadership of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union."

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Power Struggle in Leadership of 
' V' the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 

A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, during late April, 1965, advised as follows: 

There is, at this time, a fight for power going 
on amongst the leadership of the Communist Party of the /r« ^ 
Soviet Union (CPSU) and the question of Party leadership 
is not yet fully decided. At this moment. LEONID I^ rezhnev^ 
First Secretary, CPSU, appears to have the edge, which he 
only achieved at the most recent plenum of the CPSU* Brezhnev 
is presently' considered the person with the greatest ability 
among top Party leaders in the CPSU and is identified as one 
who wants to follow the Khrushchev policy, that is, a policy 
of liberalization, both domestically as veil as in foreign 
affairs. In order to maintain his present position, Brezhnev 
is still actively building an apparatus around himself . 

However, there are some other groups in the CPSU 
who are also vyitig for power at this time. As a result, 
some concessions are being made to these groups. One such 
concession is the opinion that Joseph Stalin must be partially 
rehabilitated, for example, by issuing some historical document. 
Such a document would note that Stalin was not all bad simply 
.because Khrushchev had said so, but that one must give Stalin 
credit for some positive achievements such as leading the 
Soviet Union to victory in World War II,

"bureaucracy", represents another faction presently contending 
for power within the CPSU* Kosygin and his group, which is 
not the dominant group, desire to lead a retreat by cutting 
out the "nonsence" of the 20th Congress of the CPSU and 
antidate- everything by returning to the period proceeding 
that Congress, essentially a pro-Stalinist period. Kosygin 
■ is having a hard time in his efforts and is being deterred 
by recent changes and replacements which have been made in 
the Presidium of the CPSU* For example, Kiril X. Mazurov 
has been elevated to full membership on the Presidium and 
made a member of the Secretariat of the Central Committee 
of the CPSU (CC, CPSU) * In addition, Leonid F* Ilichev 
has been replaced by Pyotr H. Demichev as head of the 
Ideological Department of the CC»CPSU and has been made a 
candidate member of the Presidium* 

Reportedly, Premier Kosygin 1 s February, 1965, 
/trip t o Worth Vietnam was used merely as a camouflage to 
permit "nim ^undertake his two visits to Peking for 
discussions with the leadership of the Communist Party of 
China (CPC) , with whom he believed he might be able to 
come to some agreement with on current CPSU-CPC differences. 
While publicly these visits to Peking were listed as officially 
approved, they were, in fact, made against the consensus 
of the majority of the Presidium which included Brezhnev* 
Kosygin secured his way in regard to this trip by bulling 
it through the Presidium. 

Another faction prominent in this power struggle, 
and the group from which the main troubles arise, is one 
represented by the younger members of the top leadership 
of the CPSU* J These individuals control the security a A 
organizatiodgjKd secret police and are represented by y^JJj^ 
Meksandr N^^helepin^ a Secretary of the CC, CPSU, and *** r 
\l £* s "successor^ as liead of the secret police, Vladimir 
J^Semichas tny^ This %x^^&S^^Wm'%\i^ox% also ^rom 
personnel in the military services. As a group, they are in 
a hurry and are pushing for a more nationalistic and almost 
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pro-Stalin policy, both domestically and in foreign affairs. 
As a result, the question before the dominant group now, 
that is the one represented by Brezhnev, is how to demobilize, 
displace and replace this group. The dominant group believes 
that every step reverting back to a Stalinist period will 
create discord and dissension among the Kussian people, 
particularly the youth, as a more militant foreign policy 
can lead to war, Ihis then accounts for the recent speech 
of Brezhnev, in which he made promises of more consumer goods 
at lower prices, higher pay to workers, and increased benefits 
to farmers in connection with agricultural productivity* All 
of this is an effort by Brezhnev and his group to curry favor 
with the masses. 

Before the end of the current year, a congress of 
the CPSU will be called, ostensibly for the purpose of living 
up to the requirements of the Constitution of the USSR; however, 
It may be at this congress where the problem of leadership will 
be finally settled, this also accounts for the present shifting 
of people in various Party positions and organs in order that 
people are in a position to help decide who will really lead 
the CPSU. J 

In regard to Nikolai VVjfPodgorny. a b member, of the 
Presidium of the CPSU^Tsltly ^ing f or power, it has been 
stated that he cannot become First Secretary of the CPSU. 
This is based primarily on the fact that he is a Ukrainian, 
and secondly, ne is not considered a person of the quality 
*nd capabilities needed for such a position. As to Dimitri , 
Jlj^ lvansk X> another^member of .the. Presidium, possibly 
representing a challenge for the leadership of the CPSU, 
itwas noted that he is presently on his way down due to some 
miserable agricultural failures in the Russian Soviet Federative 
Socialist Republic. Such failures in agriculture will not be 
forgotten and in the past there have been removals from top 
leadership for such reasons. While Polyansky is still a 
member of the Presidium, he represents no challenge at this 
time.
